As in 1776 America declared its 
independence of old world mon- 
archy, so in 1939 the United States 
declares its independence of old 
world philosophies which exalt the 
state and enslave its subjects. 


America has good reason to call 
her Independence Day the glorious 
fourth!

The employer merit rating sys- 
tem in laws establishing unemploy- 
ment compensation funds was de- 
nounced as essentially unjust to 
jobless working men and women 
by William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, in 
a letter sent to Senator Pat Har- 
rison, chairman of the senate fi- 
nance committee, which is consid- 
ering the amendments to the un- 
employment compensation provi- 
sions of the social security act 
adopted by the house of represen- 
tatives. As a substitute for the 
merit rating system Mr. Green de- 
clared the federation favored the 
pooled fund. 


“The vicious system of so-called 
‘employer merit rating’ makes the 
employer directly interested in hav- 
ing benefits denied workers when- 
ever possible,” Mr. Green said. 

“The result has been a drive in 
many states for a more severe and 
injurious catalog of ‘disqualifica- 
tions,’ denying benefits for unrea-

“The only sound basis on which 
employment risks can be met is to 
have the risks spread by the use of 
a pooled fund into which taxes are 
paid by industries of heavy and 
light unemployment burdens alike. 
To permit individual ‘merit rating’ 
systems to deplete those pooled 
funds is to victimize the workers 
for whose benefit the system was 
designed. So long as individual 
states retain that anomaly of merit 
rating in the system of pooled 
risks, therefore, the federation be- 
lieves the federal government 
should require the states to main- 
tain an average 2.7 per cent rate 
for certification of their laws.”

Also Wage Increase and 
The Closed Shop 


Considered one of the best 
contracts in the west, was 
signed this week between the 
East Bay Bakers’ club (em- 
ploying bakers) and Bakery 


Wagon Drivers and Salesmen’s 
Union, Local No. 432. 


The new agreement is in effect 
until October 1940 and calls for the 
following conditions of employ- 
ment: 


One week’s vacation with pay 
after one year of employment; in- 
crease in pay for several classifi- 
cations from five to ten per cent 
and the closed shop; agreement 
retroactive to May 1, 1939.

The joint committee at its meet- 
ing of last Monday night approved

A 
few shops are beating the gun and 
this is fair warning that steps are 
going to be taken to stop this prac- 
tice, as this practice tends to break 
down our conditions and works 
havoc in shops that are living up 
to the law. Help your representa- 
tives to maintain your conditions 
by observing the laws of your own 
making.

WOLL DECLARES LEWIS BARS 
PEACE IN LABOR MOVEMENT 


Charges C. I. O. Head with Break-Up of the 
Conferences with the A. F. of L. Group and An 
Affront to President Roosevelt 


The position of the American Federation of Labor in the

declared ended on June 14 by John L. Lewis, CIO president, in 

a statement issued in Washington, D. C., was set forth by

Matthew Woll, vice president of 
the American Federation of Labor, | 
and a member of the A. F. of L. 
committee appointed to confer 
with the CIO committee. The other 
members of the A. F. of L. com- 
mittee are Daniel J. Tobin, presi- 
dent of the International Brother- 
hood of Teamsters, Chauffeurs, 
Stablemen and Helpers of Amer- 


ica; Harry C. Bates, president of 
the Bricklayers, Masons and Plas- 
terers’ International Union of 


America, and T. A. Rickert, presi- 
dent of the United Garment Work- 
ers of America. 


Mr. Woll laid the blame for fail- 
ure of the peace negotiations 
squarely on Mr. Lewis and point- 
edly declared that “this is the sec- 
ond time he has_ deliberately 
wrecked efforts to restore peace in 
the family of labor.” He asserted 
that “peace and unity in the labor 
movement remains the issue,” but 
that the arrogant position of Lewis 
has made this objective impossible. 
Woll's Statement 

Mr 
lows: 

“The statement issued by Mr. 
Lewis, ostensibly in the name of 
the executive board of the C. I. O., 
blasting all hope of peace and 
unity in the labor movement, came 
as a shock to all who had hoped 
that the negotiations initiated by 
President Roosevelt would lead to 
a positive conclusion. 


“Mr. Lewis’ statement, marking 
an abrupt termination of the ne- 
gotiations, was discourteous to the 
president in that the chief execu-

Spreads Confusion

Lewis’ Rule-or-Ruin Policy | 

“As to who is pursuing a rule-or-| 
ruin policy, is only too clear from 
Mr. Lewis’ conduct. Mr. Lewis 
now says that it is to be a ‘fight to| 
a finish.’ This certainly will be a 
grievous disappointment to the mil- 
lions of workers in both A. F. of L. 
and C. I. O. who have been hoping 
and praying for peace. It will cer- 
tainly be a disappointment to the 
general public of progressive and} 
socially minded citizens. 


“Mr. Lewis now says that peace 
is ‘secondary’ to him, that the pri- 
mary purpose of the C. I. O. is the

“Peace and unity in the 
movement remains the issue.

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Hours Must Be Shortened 
Jobs Slaughtered by Machinery 


Concrete and indisputable evidence of the terrific slaughter 
of the right to work brought about by the installation of labor- 
displacing machinery in the textile industry was given by Will- 
iam A. Moorhead of the Joanna Cotton mills, Goldville, S. C., in 
his testimony before Elmer F. Andrews, administrator of the 


fair labor standards act of 1938, supporting the recommendation 
of the textile industry committee for the establishment of a 3214 
cent an hour minimum wage schedule for the cotton, silk, rayon 
and linen branches of the industry in place of the present 
blanket minimum of 25 cents per hour. 


Breaking completely with the hitherto united front of south- 
ern manufacturers in opposition to the proposed minimum, Mr. 
Moorhead emphasized the impossibility of having 48 uniform 
wage laws in 48 states and declared that the federal govern- 
ment is a proper referee for wage rates. 


In answer to the objection that the 3214 cent rate would 
operate against the weak marginal mills, Mr. Moorhead said 
“they had better roll up their sleeves and go to work.” In this 
connection he emphasized the advantages, from the employers’ 
position of the “technological displacement of labor by the ma- 
chine,” which he declared would continue unaffected by the 
fair labor standards act. 

Holding that “efficient management is on the lookout for 
efficient means of running business,” he gave the following 
specific information regarding the displacement of labor by 
machinery in his own mills: 

“In the matter of machines, during the 32 years I have been 
in the textile business in Goldville, there has been introduced 
one machine manned by two boys. This machine does the work 
of what normally took forty girls to do. We have two of these 
machines running two shifts. There are eight boys who have 
displaced approximately 200 girls. 

“In addition to that, we have a battery of five automatic 
spools, two girls to the shift, two shifts. Those girls are doing 
the work of approximately 200 girls. That goes all the way 
down from the manufacturing plant in a more or less degree. 

“I just mention this—that my pholisophy on this wage and 
hour business is that we are on a perfectly sound principle to 
be having a central control of this question.”

We hope to do this in a peaceful manner through collec- 
tive and co-operative action with the leaders of industry. 

Organized labor does accept its obligation to manufacturers and 
merchandisers of “fair” products. We promise to buy the products and 
use the services of those certain industries which are unionized. 

The best way to reciprocate with “fair” employers is to patronize only 
those firms that display the union label, shop card and service button. 
By so doing we uphold collective bargaining by collective buying! 

Like a mighty crusade our vast army of twenty-five million union 
label-conscious consumers with an annual purchasing power of six 
billion dollars must patronize those employers who recognize us. I 


appeal to all members of labor unions, their families and friends to buy 
only union-made goods and to patronize only union services. 

In 1939, let us make the words, union label, ring in the ears of con- 
sumers everywhere. We can thus bring forth economic liberty on this 
continent in the same way that the colonists won the political freedom 
that we now enjoy.

iority rights are a recognized fact 
jin factory employment. It is our 
belief that a man spending ten or 
twenty years of his life in the em- 
ploy of one manufacturer has at 
least earned this small right to 
security. 

Refering to point four, we may 
bring to your attention that many 
of our members are already enjoy- 
ing paid holidays. Our wages are 
low, much more so than the build- 
ing trades crafts, due to the sup- 
posedly true fact that our work is 
less seasonable. Consequently, a 
work week including one unpaid 
holiday strikes heavily into our 
budget. That this is a recognized 
fact is proven by those employers 
who graciously grant paid holidays. 

On the issue of paid vacations, 
the union has endeavored for uni- 
formity, our struggles of the past 
two years have resulted in the 
more backward employers finally 
granting one week paid vacations. 
In fairness to those employers who 
grant two weeks’ paid vacation and 
in fairness to our members who 
receive less than two weeks’ vaca- 
tion, we are asking. for this clause 
in the contract. 

It is our sincere belief, expressed 
by a closed ballot, that our re- 
quests are fair and equitable. We 
have set the date of July 1 for tak- 
ing strike action. 

I hope that this report is suffi- 
cient in detail to allow you to fully 
understand the situation. You will 
be advised on further develop- 
ments. I remain
